The committee for courts of justice, charged , 
by a resolution of the House of Representatives, 
to ascertain what obstacles exist to impede the 
Court of Appeals in the regular discharge of their 
otficial duties; to examine into their nature and 
extent, and how and by whom created, and to 
report to the house tile most cfl'ectual means for 
the removal, — beg leave to report; — That undei- 
a belief, that Messrs. John Boyle, William Ows- 
ley, and Benjamin .Mills, the Judges of said court, 



mation your committee has received, it isleliev 
ed that most cases of recent date, in which ap- 
peals or writs of error are prosecuted, are pro- 
g i-essiiig hefoi c thetourtaiul will terminate w ith- 
out any obstacle to prevent, according to the u- 
sii.il and legitimate routine of business in the Su- 
jiieme Court. The legislative tribunal acting 
under the aforesaid act, is not at jireseat engaged 
in any attemjfl to do business IC members are 
dispersed, and said Blair, tlieir clerk has closed 
his imaginary oilice.aud refuscii to let those ui- 
terested in the papers and records in his posses- 
sion examine them. This new tribunal there- 
fore, will not in future, it is believed constitute! 
any olietacle to the progress of business in the 
court of appeals, at least so far as new cases may 
be brought up 

It cannot be disguised that the last I.egislature 
was divided into two parties, one of w hich ba- 
sed. it« pretentions to public confidence on the in 
violahility of private rights, and strict enforce- 
ment of contracts, under the laws in force at the 
time the contracts were made, ajid by denying j 
that the Legislature had power, under the con ' 
stitution, (o interfere with those rights by passing 
acts authorizing retrospective replevins. The 
other party insisted that the Legislature have 
at all times the power by changing the “remedial 
laws” to proernstmate the luiynient of debts, for 
any length «[ time within the discretion of the 
legislativehody ; and this party when checked in 
their cai-eer by the court of Appeals, in the de- 
jcision given in the case of Lupsley ami Brasher 
finding that they could not, in tiie inedes pre 
scribed in the constitution, either by address or 
jimpeachmeuf, remove the Judges of the Court 
jlrom olhee, and thereby prostrate all oppomtion. 
to their views of policy and power, rosorted to 
|the ex|iedieiit of passing tli^ act tiforcstiid, to ef 
I feet their purposes. 

Agaiuit that act of the I^egislature. so far as it 
purported to repeal nod abolish the Court of Ap- 
peals, ami erect another trihnnal in its stead, the 
minority in both branches, solemnlv protested, on 
jthe ground that it was a direct viol.->tion of the 
constitution, and because its direct ohjert and ten- 
• dency was to subvert Hie imlepemlence of tiie ju- 
diciary and in effect, to destroy the impartiality 
of the judges, by tempting them do swerv e from 
theirdiTty, and bend to the principles and views 
of those who confrouled the legislative depart- 
ment, even at the sacritice of thoso sacred rights 
which are secured to every citizen by the roii- 
.stitution of his country. Jn this respect the re 
organizing act was niore alarming in its conse- 
quences, than those replevin lavvs which were de- 
signed to he supported by if, and produced anep. 
palling fear in the minds of many, that, if tnler- 
ated by the people, the day might arrive wlien 
the poor ami the weak and the humble could not 
appeal with confidence and hope to these judges 
I for redress, when wronged by the rich, the pow"- 
lerfnl, the iid’iiential amF aspiring. 

Vmir ’committee will not enter into an .irgu 
,inent,at this time, to prove the unconstitiitional- 
jity of the act ot the last session, so far as it pur* 
.ports to repeal the constilutional court, .and e- 
rcct and establish another court in iU room and 
Istead,- nor do they perceive any thing new in 
I the remaiks of Mr Blair, forced on the conunit- 
;tee, when facts alone were enquired into, which 
!d.eserves mi answer. The issue wasfairlv marie 
jup before the people at the late election; the 
isnhject in all its hearings w as discussed and con 
Isidered by them, and they, the ultimate arbiters 
ot all constitutional questions, involving the seji- 



cirenit courts. The delay to suitors on the trial 
of their causes, .already of long standing, will 
also cpciate as a serioiisevil to the communitv, 
if the papers and re.cords are not lesfrtred to the 
court. 

In responding to that part of the resolution of 
the house, which requires them to report upon 
the means which s'^ouhl be resorted to for the 
purpose of rcMc .-ing tlie obstacles which impede 
the court in the regular administration of .Inslice 
yourcommittee are deeply iinprc»sed with the 
awfully responsible situation 01 the house, ami 
the ihities they ha ve to perform. The country

these records are essentially necess.iry to enable 
jthe court to deride causes, which have hereto 
j fore for a long time been pending in the court, 
and they can only be dispensed with by putting 
Hie parties litigant to the expence of procuring 
new copies ol rfcords to lie made ouf l>y the 
clerks of inferior courts, and filed with the Clerk 
of the court of Ajqieals. for aiijudication. 'I'he 
ollioe of the clerk of the Court of Appeals hav- 
ing been made an ofiice of record i’or deeds, 
throughout the state, and also for foreign wills 
it is believed that olVice copies of sucii deeds 
and wills, properly authenticated, and likevvise 
copies of papers, ju-rgemenls, decrees, cxecn- 
tious &c which appertain to causes heretofore 
Heciiled, will be extensively required.

We behold an individu- 
al possessed of public records and paperscostai- 
iiing the evidences of the titles by which much 
ol the property of the commonwealth is held, 
and which he and those aiding him. violently 
look from the office of the late clerk of the court 
of appeals, and vvhich arc now concealed from 
public inspection; anil tb;it individual determin- 
ed to continue the agit.itions of the country, and 
to set at nought the .supreme law of the land. To 
(1-1 away all pirteiice ofjustification for such pio- 
ceedings.yourcoiiimitlee at a former day repor- 
ted a hill to repeal the reorganizing act vd I 
which [lasscdthe house af Representatives by a 
large majority ; but in proposing a repeal of that 
!acl, your fommittee were not intliicnced by any 
doubts ol the correctness of the opinion pronounc- 
ed by the jieople tiirengh the medium of their e- 
lectrtms, that said act iv,as,,,i;iTt fat it at- 

tempts to repeal the Supreme Court into non ex- 
istence, and to create anoHierin its stead, inop- 
erative, null and void Had tliat act extended no 
further than an attemjit to abolish and destroy 
One court of ap|,eals and create another, its re- 
peal would have been the repeal of nullity. But 
as that act contained impolitic provisions, not 
Tcpngoaiit to the constitution, 10 rid tlie country 
lot tliese, its repeal was thought advisihlc ; a de- 
cent respect for the opinions ol' the minority, also 
bad its Hl'ect in prompting to the course pursued, 
in as much us the repeal of it, would, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, liave Ireen the most ccr 
tain mean* of removing all olislacles which ex- 
ist to impede the Court of Appeals in the regu- 
lar administration of justice, and by such repeal 
it was Hioiiglit the object of the house would be 
attained, in a manner least exceptionable to the 
minority. But as this mode ol 1 eiirn ing the ob- 
stacles alhided to will, in all human probability, 
fail in consequence of some of the agents of the 
(icople reluiing to obey , not only the general vv ill 
of the people, but the positive instniction of their 
iminediale coiislituerils, if becomes us to enquire 
whether there is no other mode left us by whu h 
we may release ourselv es from Hie evils of an 
unconstitutional enactment. This house forms 
but a part of the Geneial .Assembly and it is ne- 
cessary for u# to disciaiin .all pretentions to the 
right to pass lavvs without the roiicurrtnce ofll’.e 
other branch of the legislature. To a coiistilu- 
tioiial law, tins house, ' iu cmiiinon with all the 
functionaries of the government owe.s obedience. 
But tlii.« house do not nni does any citizen of the 
state, owe obedience to an net which, although 
it had passed through all the powers oflegislaliou 
yet violates the constitution ; for .sucli acts by that 
] instrument, vvhich in all cases is the parauiouiit, 
expressevi will of Hie people, arc declai ed to he 
null and void. In deti.aring therelore. tlie act in 
question null and void, so far as it purports to a- 
Ihoiislitlie court of appeals aiul to remove il> 
Judges fnim ofiice, this house does not atte.nipt 
to legislate. It docs no more than embody and 
promulgate to the other funclioimrie.'of govcrii- 
nient and to the public, our testimony of the

pronounced against it. If then the court was 
not abolished by the said act but still has a con- 
stitutional and actual existence, the commillee 
have it as their deliberate opinion that the court 
posses.ses unquestionable authority, through its 
executive otlivers, to coerce a return of its pa- 
jiers and records. Such power must ol necessity 
e.xist in nli judicial tribunals It is incident to 
the power of judging, for unless the court can 
command its recoids, it is piaticahle for every vi- 
iolenl .and lawless individual to to suspend its pro- 
jceeilings by seizing and carrying oil its records 
i If Barry & Co. in the chancier of Judges under 
coionrof an unconstitutional enactment, can find 
a pretext to direct the lorcihle ceizure oi'tlie re- 
cords of the court, it surely canont l>e denied, that 
Boyle iiCo have a clear power to coerce a re- 
turn of the papers as they are the only constitu- 
tional Judges; 'I'hat they are, your committee do 
not doubt.

LAFa VETI E. 

Pams, Oct. 10. 

The following is a more detailed kccoiint of 
what passed al Koiieu during the sliort stay ol Gen- 
eial Lafayeltc in thal cily. on his way from Havre 
to Ins seat of Lag range, tv here he ia at present: 

“It was on Friday evening that General l.afav- 
elte arrived in Ihe ancieni capital of Normandy, 
vvtiieh the English tiave called the Manchester of 
Franco. It was soon know n upon the Exchange 
and 111 all Ihe city inat the Guest ofthe Aincricaa 
Nation was to dine willi the Hon. M. (!abanon, 
who had always been elected deputy of Ihc Lower 
Seine, whilst ills fellow citizens could elect candii 
dates uf their own choice. Al Rouen as at Havre 
.M. Lafayelle was accompanied by liis family and 
some friends. At five o'clock they sat dow n to 
diutier; one health only vvas drank; it was that of 
Hie defender, the veteran of liberty in the two 
w orlds. Towards eight in the evening a great 
number of citizens and females repaired to the rue 
de Urosne, vvliere the house of M Cabanoii issiiu- 
atcd.and nutwilhstanding the crovrd, which in- 
creased every luimite, aliove all, when they per- 
ceived ,M Lafayette at the balcony, the greatest 
Irahquilily reigned in the rue de Crosiie and its 
environs, and a seren ide given to the General, was 
heard wilh perfect silence. Between thesyuipho-- 
nies acelainaliuns were raised in hoiiorofGen.
